In the ten-year’ period 19380-1939, 
farm fire losses, exclusive of dwel- 
lings, in Canada amounted to nearly 
$31,000,000 in 41,781 fires. Of the 
known causes, there are eight which 
are responsible for 85 per cent of the 
total losses in farm fires. This loss 
may be greatly reduced by the exer- 
cise of care and forethought. The 
eight major causes and suggestions 
for the elimination of hazards in con- 
nection with them are briefly dis- 
cussed in the following paragraphs:

(3) Lightning — The tremendous 
toll of life and property damage an- 
nually caused by lightning can be 
materially reduced by means of well 
installed lightning rods which have 
proven to be nearly 100 per cent ef-

windows. (e) Ventilate hay as much 
as possible immediately after it has 
been stored. (f) Avoid, if possible, 
wide, deep mows. 

(5) Matches—Make sure that your 
matches are completely out before 
discarding them. A good practice is 
to break them in two after the flame 
has been extinguished. Always 
strike matches away from you. Keep 
matches away from children and do 
not permit smoking in barns or near 
combustible material. During thresh- 
ing operations insist on everybody 
clearing their pockets of matches and 
place them in a safe container. 

(6) Gasoline or Kerosene -— Gaso- 


themseives out, as sparks often es- jine or kerosene should never be used 


to start or revive a fire. Avoid the 
use of gasoline, benzine or other in- 
flammable liquide for cleaning floors 
or clothes. There are safe and cheap 
solvents on the market for these pur- 
poses. Never fill lamps, lanterns, 
kerosene or gasoline stoves, while 
they are burning. If necessary to 
keep small quantities of gasoline, it 
should be kept in an approved safety 
can painted red and plainly marked 
“Gasoline”. Small quantities of ker- 
osene should be kept in closed cans 
of a size and shape different from 
that holding gasoline in order to 


lessen the chance of mistaking one 


for the other. 

(7) Heating Equipment— Heating 
equipment should be properly install- 
ed, operated and maintained. Wood- 
en floors under stoves should be well 
| protected. The sides and backs of 
| poves and ranges should be at least 
three feet from woodwork or wood- 
| lath and plaster partitions. Avoid 
long runs of smoke pipes supported 
at frequent intervals. Smoke pipes 
should be at least 18 inches from un- 
protected woodwork. They should 
not pass through floors or closets or 
enter a chimney in an attic, and 
they should be cleaned at least twice 
a year. 

(8) Electrical Wiring — Electrical 
wiring and repair work should be 
done by a competent electrical con- 
tractor. Circuits should not be over- 
loaded and fuses of the correct am- 
perage (16 amperes for the ordinary 
branch circuits) should be. used. Dia- 
connect irons, curling tongs, heating 
pads and other appliances when not 
in use. ‘ 

Remove all possible fire hazards, 
but be prepared to fight a fire should 
it occur. Chemical extinguishers, 
pump-tank extinguishers, fire pails 
or barrels of water and ladders should 
be available on every farm. 


HAYMAKING — NEW STYLE 


For centuries one of the farmer’s 
worst fears has been bad weather for 
haymaking, and in most parts of the 
country this is still the case. But 
a new way has been found of treat- 
ing fodder crops which preserves 
them in their fresh, green’ state all 
the year round, and has been increas- 
ingly practised in England and Unit- 
ed States over the past five years. 

Wet or dry forage crops can be 
preserved equally well by being 
chopped fine, sprayed with molasses 
and stored in the silo. It was the 
agricultural chemist who first 
thought of using molasses, says a 
writer in the August issue of C.LL. 
Oval. For years the farmer had 
looked for the method of storing 
green crops as successfully as he 
could corn. When the chemist took 
up the challenge, he soon discovered 
that one of the differences between 
corn and grass was the lower sugar 
content of the latter, which slowed 
up fermentation allowing a harmful 
type of bacteria to decompose the 
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Only healthy, vigorous 3 
‘into prime bacon, the kind Bri- 
tain expects of Canada and proves 
more profitable to the producer. The 
“runt” seldom repays the cost of 
raising it and never becomes a se- 
lect.” Symptoms of diseases com- 
mon to young pigs are hairlessness, 
rickets and anaemia. Prevention 
starts with the brood sow whose ra- 
tions throughout the year should con- 
tain a well balanced mineral supple- 
ment providing calcium and phos- 
phorus against rickets and nutrition- 
al disorders, iron against anaemia and 
iodine against hairlessness. To with- 
hold the mineral supplement until 
the sows farrow is folly. These min- 
erais are not transmitted in the milk 
to any extent but are to the embry- 

onic young. 
A suitable mineral supplement in 


will enable the animal to make better 
use of cheap home-grown feeds con- 
sisting largely of cereals with a 
source of protein added. A feeder 
who mixes his rations with brains! 
said he could make a profit with 
hogs at five cents a pound.

September 28th is the anniversary 
of the landing of the Normans on the 
shores of Britain in 1066. The Nor- 
mans assembled 3,000 vessels and 
60,000 men on the French coast dur- 
ing August, and in September, as a 
fleet ard army. \ 

The Normans then arranged for a 
force of Norwegians to invade the 
northern part of Britain. The Saxon 
King Harold took his army from the 
South Coast to repel the Norwegians, 
and while-he was doing this the Nor- 
mans landed at Pevensey in Sussex. 
The Norman Army, however, had to 
rest on the South Coast sixteen days 
before they were ready to fight, and 
then on October 14th, 1066, was 
fought the battle of Hastings. The 
Britons lost because they were unable 
in time to reassemble their ships and 
soldiers. which had gone north to 
fight the Norwegians. 

The Battle of Hastings sowed the 
seeds which finally blossomed into 
the British Empire, one of the branch- 
es of which is Canada, which be- 
came the wheat.granary of Britain; 
and now Hitler is trying to destroy, 
on the South English Coast the 
great British Empire started on that 
very spot by the Normans in 1066. 

Hitler likes anniversaries, so we 
must watch out during the month of 
October.

FROZEN FOOD 


The origin of the new quick-freeze 
food industry is told by a writer in 
the August issue of C-I-L Oval. 

Clarence Birdseye, an employee of 
the Revillion Frese, the fur-trading 
firm later taken over by the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company, was fishing one 
day in Labrador when he discovered 
that fresh fish frozen instantly in, the 
northern cold and retained its flavor 
and freshness when defrosted. He 
set about to find the reason, and 
learned that instantaneous freezing 
formed infinitesimal particles of ice 
which were entirely harmless to food 
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gunners. 

Each day these useful indicators 
are released from weather stations 
and airports across Canada to deter- 
mine the height of clouds, the ceiling 
to the air force and civil flier, wind 


direction, velocity and other data im- 


portant to the safe and efficient op- 


eration of air transportation and wea- 


ther prediction.
